71 million ab ove 19 52. Production 
in other areas totaled ab out 2,- 
389 ,000,000, an increase of over 
182 million from 19 52. 
W orld production was estim ated 
at 4,775,000,000 b arrels, a record 
tha t exceeded 19 52 b y 257 million 
b arrels and m ore than doub led the 
19 51 output of 2,220,657,000. 
Production in the T’nitnd States 
in 19 41 was 1,402,228,000, 
A fter turning out 66 per rent of 
the w orld’s crude in 
19 45, the 
U nited S taffs saw a three per cent 
drop in 19 46. two per cent de­ 
clines in 19 17 and 19 48, five per 
cent in 19 49 , two per cent in 19 50 
and 19 51 and one per cent in 19 52. 
Iran Fields To Reopen 
Production outside the United 
S tates m ay receive another b ig 
b oost this year. Officials of the 
new governm ent in Iran reportedly 
are anxious to complete negotia­ 
tions w ith Great B ritain for the 
reopening of their flush fields as 
quickly as possib le.
